Ted Horn Loses Lead 
To Rex Mays as he 
Goes Into Pits to 
R efill W ith Gasoline

INDIANAPOLIS, May 31 
—(ji*)—Four cars battled for 
the lead over the first 200 
miles of the Memorial Day 
500-mile auto race today. 
Rex Mays, square-jawed 
V e t e r a_ n from Glendale, 
Calif., was in front at 200 
but only because Ted Horn 
stopped 27 seconds for fuel 
at 180 miles. 
Horn, the Paterson, N. J ., flier, 
chased Mays for the first 45 miles 
and then took him on the back 
stretch in their 18 th trip around 
the two and a half mile track. 
Mays flashed ahead in his black- 
and-white Bowes Seal Fast Spec­ 
ial when Horn pulled into the pits 
to refuel.

Mauri Rose of South Bend, Ind., 
the 19 47 winner, and runner-up 
Bill Holland, Reading, Pa., were 
driving a shrewd race in their 
twin Blue Crown 
Spark 
Plug 
Specials. 
They ran along almost 
side-by-side, first one and then 
the other going ahead until Hol­ 
land stopped for a tire change. 
Drops to Fourth Place 
Horn’s pit stop dropped him in» - 
to fourth place at 200 miles. Rose 
was challenging Mays for the lead. 
Duke Nalon, Los Angeles, moved 
into third place in the 550-horse 
power Novi grooved piston spe­ 
cial that set the fastest mark in 
pre-race eliminations. 
Tony Bettenhausen, Tinley Park, 
111., was in fifth place, Holland 
was sixth when he came out of 
the pits. 
Horn’s big blask Maserati took 
the lead from Rex Mays, Glendale, 
Cal., in their 18 th trip around the 
two and a half mile track. 
Mays set a new record of 123.102 
miles an hour for the first lap of 
the race, but Horn kept right in 
his exhaust smoke 
and 
shoved 
ahead on the back stretch. 
Neither of the two front runners 
ever won the “ 500,” but both are 
perennial contenders. 
Near Shaw’s 19 39 Record 
Horn’s 
average 
speed at 100 
miles was 121.7 9 8 miles an hour, 
close to Wilbur Shaw’s 19 39 rec­ 
ord and likely to produce a new 
race record if nothing happened 
to slow down the field. 
Mays’ speed for the first 200 
miles averaged 120.453 miles an 
hour, compared with J immy Sny­ 
der’s record of 
120.9 66 
set in 
19 39 . 
One Accident Occurs 
Only one accident had happened 
in the early running. Duane Car­ 
ter, Santa Monica, Calfi., escaped 
injury when his car lost a rear 
wheel and skidded into the in­ 
field at the southeast turn.

Now that the strawberry season 
will soon be over, gardeners witn 
new strawberry beds may be won­ 
dering what to do with the old 
bed. W. R. Martin, Extension Hor­ 
ticulturist of tne Missouri College 
of Agriculture suggests that if new 
plants are of sufficient size the 
gardener will be wise to turn un­ 
der the old bed. 
Such a practice 
will destroy the insects and diseas­ 
es in the old bed and thus protect 
the new on from such troubles. 
However, if the old bed aS need­ 
ed the following suggestions are 
advised. 
Remove excess mulch 
and pull out large weeds, wheat 
and other such plants. Then cul­ 
tivate 
thoroughly 
between 
the 
rows and don’t be afraid to plow 
out a few plants. 
A five shovel 
garden plow will do a good job if 
several trips are made through the 
middle 
Leave the row 14 to 18 
inches wide. Hoe the plants tho­ 
roughly, removing old plants with 
•large exposed crowns. Pull a little 
loose soil around remaining plants 
and continue cultivation and hoe­ 
ing to keep down 
grasses 
and 
weeds.

WASHINGTON, May 31— The 
American people don’t realize it 
but an average of twenty tons of 
contaminated food is sold to the 
pubiic every day in the year be­ 
cause the food and drug adminis­ 
tration has lost its authority to 
seize goods that spoil after reach­ 
ing their destination. 
What is even more alarming, 
the government also has been 
stopped from confiscating deteri­ 
orated drugs unless it can be 
proved that the drugs lost their 
potency before delivery. 
For pa­ 
tients who may need a drug such 
as penicillin, this could mean the 
difference between life and death. 
The government was stripped of 
its power to seize spoiled goods 
by a decree of the Ninth Circuit 
Appeals court in San Francisco 
when the Phelps-Dodge company, 
a copper mining firm, challenged 
the 
government’s 
authority 
to 
confiscate 
some macaroni 
that 
had spoiled in company ware­ 
houses after shipment from Colo­ 
rado to Arizona. 
The circuit court upheld Phelps 
Dodge, ruled that the govern­ 
ment’s authority ended after the 
goods reached their destination. 
I Later the supreme court refused 
to review the case. 
House of Representativ es 
To the Rescue 
Immediately, Connecticut’s Re­ 
publican 
Congressman 
William 
Miller introduced a bill restoring 
the food and drug administra­ 
tion’s jurisdiction. 
This brought 
a hailstorm of protests from the 
nation’s millers, stirred up chief­ 
ly by E. W. Morrison of Denton, 
Texas, president of the Motó son 
Milling company. 
Morrison, himself, appeared be­ 
fore the senate commerce commit­ 
tee in opposition to the bill after 
it had passed the house without 
a dissenting vote. He brought as 
reinforcements 
Leslie 
Ford 
of 
Shawnee, Okla., president of the 
Shawnee Milling company, and 
Charles McClave of Great Falls, 
Mont., treasurer of Montana Flour 
Mills, Inc. 
Morrison urged a watered down 
substitute bill which would force 
the government to prove “will­ 
ful intent” or “gross negligence” 
before it could press criminal 
charges. 
“There have been seizures,” he 
argued, “because of the inclusion 
in shipments of Hour or meal of 
infinitesimal 
quantities 
of 
so- 
called filth.’* 
“I don’t even want an infinites­ 
imal part of rat droppings in food 
that r purchase,” snapped back 
Senator Brien McMahon, Connec­ 
ticut Democrat. 
Senatorial Flour 
Salesman Obstructs 
Nevertheless, the flour lobby 
has managed to obstruct the biil 
—largely through Senator “Pap­ 
py” O’Daniel of Texas, a for­ 
mer flour salesman and Senator 
Ed Moore, millionaire Oklahoma 
oilman. 
Neither of them is run­ 
ning for re-election and appar­ 
ently they aren’t concerned over 
public reaction.
